It is urged that it is not w ell to 
keep up the excitement after the election is 
over; that during electi^m times all things are 



permiseible aad the paily that lottt hat had 
bad lock and woold have done the same thing, 

and peace and good neigW)orliness require wip- 
ing off the slate all charges. The charges are 
true or false: if true those guilty ought to be 
exposeil if they cannot be punished. 

It is chargetl that in Louisville forgery, j)er- 
jury, open violence by election officers, shame- 
lees conduct by certain members of the police 
force, numbers of false impersonations known 
to the election officers and greater numbers of 
repeaters and frauduh'iit votes and other out- 
rages wen' committed. If so those who com- 
plain ought to institute such civil and criminal 
prosecutions as the law permits, and the same 
course ought to be pursued everywhere else. 
It is no answer to say that these prosecutions 
will be unavailing: perha])s so, but that is the 
responsiliility of others; the responsil)ility of 
those making the outcry is to institute the legal 
proceeding. Mere denunciation is worse than 
unavailing; it sinijjly {)rovokes connter<lenun- 
elation and nothing comes of it 

The result of the election does not affect this 
question, no matter what the majority; no ma^ 
ter who is elected or d«'feat«'d, the duty remains 
unaltered. If rights have bet-n impaired tlio>e 
thus outraged ought to tight for the recognition 
of their rights and for the punishment of those 
who encroached on those rights. It is quite 
absurd to call mere protestation, mere all^- 
tion of wrong, mere ])ul)liration of tierci' charges 
''a fight"" for anything. This i-ourse has tlie 
dejtloralile eHect on the public mind of making 
it accustoiued to empty charges and vain clamor 
and the pe()i)le look on these charges as the 
usual and insincere utterances of a political 
campaign at groundless as the anti*election 
boasting. 

We do not know how well fouiide<l any jm''. 
ticular charge is; we only know that much hiose- 
nesa of expression and inaccuracy of statement 
are common in the making of elec* 
tion charges, and we further know that '^ho 
good people" in the community take jirecious 
little interest either in tlie ( harges or their truth. 
It would be a startling result if some would 
ascertain how many of those who are thus 
charged are members of a Church: memliers in 
good and regular standing, and we oi)inc if any 
earnest, sincere and determined Christian filed 
charges ]>efore his Church against a brother 
member for dieating in an electioTi. for conniv- 
ing at bribery and false voting he would lie .sat 
down on as a disturber of the j)eace of the con- 
gregation, and would probably be expelled or 
have the hand of Church fellowship withdrawn. 
And yet this is precisely what ought to be done. 
If these charges are true every tribunal that 
can im))ose any penalty ought to be appealed 
to for redress.
